We're  in  it  now!  It's  Summer  in  the  northern  hemisphere.  In  the  southern  hemisphere 
right  now  they're  basically  in  an  our  February  weather  pattern,  can  you  dig  that?  I  almost 
can't--  February  is  such  a  far  away  zone...  Maybe  it'll  get  so  hot  out  this  month  you'll  have  a 
February  fantasy,  a  daydream  where  you're  wearing  a  big  itchy  sweater  in  a  drafty  hovel. 
Sometimes  Summer  can  get  so  sunny,  hot,  and  real  you  have  to  manufacture  a  little  February 
just  to  stay  grounded--  gotta  hang  out  in  a  basement  playing  video  games  for  a  couple  hours 
with  the  shades  down.  Gotta  do  what  you  gotta  do.  My  favorite  movie  to  watch  this  time  of 
year  is  Disney's  20,000  Leagues  Under  The  Sea--  it  takes  place  at  sea,  Kurt  Russell  plays 
ukulele  and  gets  drunk  with  a  seal,  and  it  reminds  me  of  the  Summer  I  hated  the  world,  grew 
out  ablackbeard,  and  wore  ablazer  (Horrible  Summer). 


Summer  unofficially  begins  on  Memorial  Day  (the  last  weekend  in  May)  but  officially 
began  on  June  21st,  the  Summer  solstice,  except  in  Ireland,  where  it  officially  begins  on  May 
1st,  and  Japan,  where  it  traditionally  begins  on  July  7th.  it  seems  like  fortunes  are  regularly 
made  on  discrepancies  like  this--  that's  the  nature  of  global  capitalism.  But  thus  far  there 
hasn't  been  a  lot  of  arbitrage  around  this  point.  The  price  point  on  black  market  lemonade 
sold  by  children  stays  roughly  the  same  all  year  round,  and  there's  no  popsicle  /  hot  dog 
supertanker  that  ships  from  Ireland  to  Japan  every  May.  Or  if  there  is  it's  extremely  covert, 
possibly  a  submarine.  Anyway  it's  Summer,  and  on  July  7th  we're  all  in  agreement  about  it  (in 
the  northern  hemisphere). 

July  7th  in  Japan  is  the  day  of  Tanbata,  a  yearly  star  festival  in  which  the  stars-that-are- 
also-lovers  Weaving  Princess  (Vega)  and  Cow-Herding  Star  (Altair)  cross  the  Milky  Way  and 
spend  one  night  together  before  returning  to  their  personality-defining  tasks.  On  this  day 
children  make  ink  from  dew  and  write  wishes  on  small  pieces  of  paper,  traditionally,  wishes 
for  better  handwriting.  But  their  handwriting  has  to  be  a  little  bit  ok  to  even  be  able  to  be 
read  by  a  wish-granting  entity.  That's  a  pretty  real  lesson  for  a  kid--  them  that  gots  gets.  A 
nice  drink  for  this  festival  is  Calpis,  a  mildly  fermented  milk  drink  you  get  in  concentrated 
form  (at  some  Asian  markets)  and  mix  with  soda  water.  If  you  get  confused  and  drink  just 
the  concentrate,  trust  me,  it  will  be  very  unpleasant.  But  the  drink  itself  is  pleasant!  If  you 
like  things  that  taste  like  skim  milk  and  7up.  Calpis  is  inspired  by  a  fermented  Mongolian 
horse  milk  drink  and  yes,  you  can  put  vodka  in  it  (recommended).  It's  perfect  for  Tanbata 
because  it's  summery,  romantic,  milk-like,  star-like  (bubbles),  eternal-feeling  (horse  milk 
aspect),  and  night  (vodka) (recommended).  It's  exactly  the  summer  version  of  eggnog.  In

The  best  place  to  get  "some  ice  cream"  (aka  a 
shareable  amount)  is  7-11.

(taking  into  account  the  price)  is  "homemade" 
chocolate.  I  get  this  kind  even  though  I  hate  that 
it's  called  "homemade".  I  guarantee  that  if  anyone 
is  caught  living  and  working  at  the  ice  cream 
factory,  they  will  get  fired,  and  probably  the  whole 
operation  will  be  shut  down--  I  thought  the  laws 
about  food  labelling  were  pretty  strict  but  I  guess 
not.  Maybe  glaring  errors  like  "homemade"  are 
useful,  in  they  point  how  corrupt  the  whole 
mechanism  is.  It  might  as  well  say  "fresh 
squeezed",  "100%  juice",  and/or  "all  natural". 

Hey  this  sounds  crazy,  but  if  you  want  7-11 
chocolate  ice  cream  to  taste  more  expensive  (aka

Seriously  what  is  the  deal  with  this  thirty- five  cent 
price  point?????????? 


Best  place  for  "technically  not  ice  cream" 
is  the  Coco  Helado  cart  outside  Atlantic 
Mills.  This  is  the  scene:  there  are  two 
furniture  stores  in  Atlantic  Mills,  and  they 
each  hire  guys  to  stand  in  front  of  their 
stores  and  wave  whistle  and  yell, 
competitively.  Also  they  each  play  their  own 
music,  and  then  the  car  stereo  place  across 
the  street  plays  different  music,  that's  three 
intersecting  musics  in  the  parking  lot,  all 
basically  the  same  genre  (spanish  language 
medium-contemporary  dance).  To  this 
soundscape  is  added  the  Coco  Helado  cart, 
which  sometimes  quite  literally  (meaning 
"non-figuratively"  or  "without  hyperbole  or 
exaggeration")  just  plays  a  car  alarm  going 
off.  Yes,  they  mounted  a  car  alarm  to  their 
cart  in  lieu  of  a  music  box-  it  has  no  security 
features,  it's  just  zip-tied  to  a  golf  umbrella. 
Occasionally  (as  reported  previously  in  this 
newspaper)  an  ice  cream  truck  drives  by 
playing  the  Tetris  song. 


I  can't  make  a  recommendation  for 
frozen  yogurt,  because  while  there  are  a  ton 
of  new  spots  popping  up,  they're  only  in 
student  districts  and  family  districts.

One  time  (not  wearing  the  shirt)  these  guys  at  the  bar  were  low-level 
making  fun  of  me  for  appearing  intelligent,  and  they  were  asking  me 
about  quantum  mechanics  and  stuff,  very  "stump  the  chump".  "What's 
under  that  and  what's  that  made  of  and  what's  under  THAT?".  I  told  them 
that  the  best  theory  going  (this  was  years  ago)  was  that  everything  was 
made  up  of  tiny  tiny  tiny  string.  They  got  pretty  excited,  we  were  all  on 
the  same  page.  We  shook  hands.  I  left.

Poison  Ivy 

toxicodendron  radicans 

The  lore  surrounding  this  plant  is  wild  and 
varied,  much  like  the  manifestations  of  the  plant 
itself.  It  can  appear  as  a  thick,  hairy  climbing  vine, 
a  low  sneaky  creeping  vine,  as  a  dense  bush.  It 
usually  has  three  leaves,  the  center  one  on  a  long 
stem,  and  a  reddish,  oily  glow.  Methods  of 
escaping  its  punishing  oils  are  myriad  as  well,  one 
hero  claims  to  be  impervious  as  a  result  of  being 
suckled  by  a  poison  ivy-eating  goat.  Rural  old 
timers  assert  that  nibbling  a  gradually  increasing 
amount  of  a  leaf,  daily,  over  the  duration  of  one 
month,  will  guarantee  immunity.  Less 
adventurous  folks  think  avoidance  is  the  best 
policy,  alas,  it's  everywhere  you  want  to  be, 
particularly  surrounding  fruits  and  blocking 
pathways.  Recognition  is  very  helpful,  but  not 
always  possible. 

FORTUNATELY,  it  is  frequently  growing  near 
an  easier  to  spot,  taller  plant,  that  is  also  the  most 
effective  preventative  this  woodswalker  has  used, 
better  than  Technu,  safer  than  Prednisone. . .

Jewelweed 


impatiens  capensis 


Kids  know  this  plant  as  Silverleaf,  or  Exploding 
Plant,  as  the  leaves  turn  silver  when  submerged  under 
water,  and  the  torpedo-shaped  seed  pods  explode  into 
beautiful  spirals  when  squeezed,  giving  it  one  of  its 
common  names,  Touch-me-not.  These  amusing 
aspects  are  usefully  attractive,  luring  humans  to 
medicine  like  bees  to  pollen.  Its  roots  and  stems  are 
reddish,  its  flowers,  lovely  trumpets  of  orange, 
delicately  hanging.  It  prefers  transitional  terrain  near 
running  water,  but  also  appears  in  shady  damp 
woodlands. 

The  whole  plant  can  be  crushed  by  hand  into  a 
juicy  pulp,  and  applied  topically.  It  protects  the  skin 
and  prevents  the  allergic  reaction  from  occurring.  It 
can  be  chopped  up  and  frozen  into  ice  cubes  for 
emergency  use.  I  find  it  most  useful  on  site,  as  it  is 
often  an  indicator  plant,  letting  me  know  that  unseen 
poison  ivy  is  near. 


ADDITIONALLY,  Fels-Naptha,  an  ancient  laundry 
soap,  removes  ALL  oil  from  the  skin.  If  you  know 
you've  been  exposed,  for  instance,  you  climbed  a 
poison  ivy-covered  fence,  a  cold  shower  with  this  soap 
(available  at  Adler's  Hardware),  followed  by  a 
slathering  with  jewelweed,  will  insure  safe  passage 
through  tangles  with  this  dangerous  plant.
